Ju st a few day s ag o, a 
fine new road w'as completed frotm 
Hamlin to Rotan. This g iv es Hamlin 
another ou tlet 
to the 
Plains, 
u p 
throu g h Post and Lu bbock, etc. 
Hig hway bu ilding in the immedi­ 
ate fu tu re will be mostly 
Farm-to- 
Market, Connecting Links. 
or Sec­ 
ondary State and Federal roads. In 
Fisher cou nty , there are 
at 
least 
two possible lines of constru ction if 
the people concerned will cooperate 
to secu re the wanted rig hts-ofway s. 
Here’s the map: Some day a road 
will 
be bu ilt 
from 
Stamford 
to 
Throckmorton linking to the Stam- 
ford-Hamlin-Rotan No. 9 2, 
and 
it 
points on West from Rotan may be 
to Sny der or farther North to 
the 
Flu v ana spu r. Then there is talked 
of road from Hamlin throu g h Fisher 
cou nty v ia McCau lley , Sy lv ester and 
Long worth. Abou t two miles of this 
is bu ilt and it is possible for it to be 
one of the first connecting links of 
Farm-to-Market roads 
bu ilt 
after 
the w’ar. 
Ev ery thing in road bu ilding from 
here ou t will depend first 
on 
the 
cou nty and its local commu nities, as 
far as rig hts of way s are concerned. 
And it is important 
to 
remember 
the federal and state eng ineers are 
not g oing to OK a road 
or 
rou te 
that does not meet their approv al. 
So the point is g et the road as near 
as possible where y ou want it bu t 
g et it. 
The Hamlin area needs an ou tlet

and Long worth. Nothing shou ld stop 
this. It is clear that this road shou ld 
cross No. 18 0 West of McCau lley . 
Any effort to force the Hig hway 
Department to do something it does 
not approv e of in one 
part 
of

cou nty wou ld hav e a retarding ef­ 
fect in another part of the cou nty .

of food to be scarce, try new ones, 
mak ing su re y ou hit all sev en food 
grou p s. 
Among the foods in Grou p 1— 
green and y ellow v egetables—are 
asp aragu s, 
beet greens, 
broccoli, 
cabbage, chard, collards, dandelion 
greens, escarole, green p ep p ers, let­ 
tu ce, mu stard greens, ok ra, p arsley , 
green p eas, snap or string beans, 
sp inach, tu rnip greens, and water­ 
cress. Also carrots, p u mp k ins, ru ta­ 
bagas, sq u ash, sweet p otatoes, wax 
beans, y ams and y ellow tu rnip s. 
In Grou p 2 are all the citru s fru its 
and certain greens—oranges, toma­ 
toes, grap efru it, cabbage and salad 
greens—serv ed raw. 
In Grou p 3—a large one—are p o­ 
tatoes, and other v egetables and 
fru its. 
It inclu des beets, cau liflow­ 
er, 
celery , 
corn, 
cu cu mber, 
egg 
p lant, lima beans, k ohl-rabi, leek s, 
mu shrooms, onions, p arsnip s, rad­ 
ishes, salsify , sau erk rau t, tu rnip s, 
and many others. 
Fru its inclu ded, 
and not mentioned in Grou p 2, are 
all those ex cep ting the citru s, su ch 
as ap p les, berries and p lu ms. 
Milk and milk p rodu cts mak e u p 
Grou p 4 . 
In it are bu ttermilk , cu l­ 
tu red milk , ev ap orated and con­ 
densed milk , dry whole and sk im 
milk , cream, all k inds of cheese, 
and ice cream. 
Grou p 5 is the meat, p ou ltry , fish 
and egg grou p . 
It inclu des also the 
p rotein 
alternates, 
dried 
beans, 
p eas, nu ts, and p eanu t bu tter. 
If 
y ou r m eat p oints don’t last y ou 
throu gh the week , switch to some 
u nrationed food in this grou p , to be 
su re y ou r meals contain enou gh p ro­ 
tein. 
Bread, flou r and cereals (natu ral 
whole grain or enriched or restored) 
fall into Grou p 6. Breads and cere­ 
als shou ld be of whole grains or 
enriched with v itamins so essential 
for health. 
Grou p 7 contains bu tter and for­ 
tified margarine (with v itamin A 
added).
